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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ams et 
al. (U.S. Pat. 4,588,526) in view of Windsor (U.S. Pat. 5,914,560). 

Ams et al. disclose the device as previously described in numbered paragraph 4 of the 
previous Office Action, paper number 04182006. It appears that amplitude modulation of the 
pulses for controlling light source current is used by Ams et al. Pulse width modulation (e.g., 
duty cycle) is a well known and used alternative for pulse amplitude modulation. Windsor is just 
one of many references evidencing that one of ordinary skill would recognize them as 
conventional and as alternatives for varying the current for a light source (note col. 7, lines 45- 
59). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
have used any known conventional and equivalent signaling configuration for controlling the 
light source current of Ams et al., and especially one (i.e., duty cycle) that is considered as an 
alterative to the amplitude modulation of Ams et al. One would recognize that pulse width 
modulation would require the variation between only two voltage potentials and thus eliminate 
the large number of potentials (i.e., pulse amplitudes) required by amplitude pulses. 

3. Claims 2, 3, 6 and 12-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ams et al. in view of Windsor, as described above, and further in view of Nakamura et al. (U.S. 
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Pat. 5,187,572) for the reasons set forth in numbered paragraph 6 of the previous Office Action, 
paper number 04182006. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed August 4, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments are addressed above with respect to the new rejections.
